WHEN REAPING TIME SHALL COME 
Political contests are an inevitable part of popular govern­ 
ment. No other way has been found to r$ach the people and 
it will be many, many years before we find it possible to dis* 
card campaigning if we ever find it possible. And yet it is 
doubtful if war, pestilence, or famine is more disastrous to 
our social system or form of government than is a bitter par­ 
tisan appeal for popular support. 
This thought was brought forcibly to our mind the other 
day at Sallisaw. A leading socialist of Sequoyah county told 
us that his party is growing rapidly nowadays. It is not 
necessary for the party to make a campaign for converts be­ 
cause the republicans are making their campaign for them. 
Whenever a voter has his confidence in his government des­ 
troyed, he naturally becomes a socialist. And according to the 
Sallisaw socialist the republicans are in this campaign des­ 
troying the last confidence that thousands of people have in 
their government. All these are joining the socialist party. 
“No, we don't have to make a campaign,” said the social­ 
ist. “The prejudice against our party because of the war in­ 
still very bitter and that prejudice does not exist against the 
republicans. They are saying things about the government 
that are far more vicious than our speakers ever said, but 
they can get away with it. We are therefore making no cam­ 
paign, but are permitting the republicans to turn the voters 
against the government, and when that is accomplished they 
join the socialists.

— Berea 
college, which has enabled thous­ 
ands of mountaineers of the south 
to obtain an education, will inau­ 
gurate a new president here 
to­ 
morrow. The successful administra­ 
tion of William Goodell Frost, pres­ 
ident for twenty-eight years, ended 
last June. His successor, William 
Jam es Hutchins, comes to this po­ 
sition from a distinguished career 
at Oberlin college. 
President Frost made Berea fa­ 
mous as the “ mountain college of 
tho South,” where no one is turned 
away because of ignorance or pov­ 
erty. The studies range from the 
A-B-Cs of the “ Foundation School” 
to the A. B. course in college All 
exDenses can be met for $140 a 
year and all can earn part of this 
by labor, the college reports. Stu­ 
dents’ earnings exceed 
$50,000 
a 
year. 
More than 2100 of the 2560 stu­ 
dents at Berea last year came from 
the mountains of Kentucky, Ten­ 
nessee, North Carolina, South Caro­ 
lina, Virginia, Wet# Virginia, Ala­ 
bama and Georgia. 
The predominance of 
mountain 
students is reflected in the inaugu­ 
ration program. Today and tomor­ 
row a “ pageant of the mountains” 
will be staged on the campus pictur­ 
ing 
the 
historical 
significance, of 
“ Appalachian America,’ and on Oc­ 
tober 23 a conference on mountain 
problems will be held by experts 
in 
rural education and 
by other 
educators.

“ If farm life is to be made thor­ 
oughly attractive, attention must not 
be given exclusively to the culti­ 
vation of the land; more of it must 
be given to the kitchen and the 
household. 
“ Farm life must appeal to women 
as well as men; in spite of the 
number and different chararter of 
many of the tasks, the farm women 
are given inadequate equipment.

Venezuela, 
Costa 
Rico, 
Panama, 
Colombia, 
Equador and Peru are logical mar­ 
kets to which the merchants of the 
plains may aspire. 
Further south than Peru, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Cain, the middle-west 
and southwestern states come into 
competition with the Aalantic ports 
aided 
by 
preferential 
ocean 
and 
rail rates. 
The shipping board has had data 
laid before it in 
the shape of re­ 
ports from chambers of commerce 
all over the middle west showing 
the undeveloped trade possibilities 
of Central America and northern 
South America, Mr. Cain said. In 
addition to these reports manufac­ 
turers, packers and wholesalers are 
urging in letters that ocean tonnage 
between gulf ports and South Amer­ 
ica be greatly increased, he added. 
Galveston and New Orleans as 
well as virtually all other gulf ports 
are crying for more ships south, Mr.
